Members of the Committee have regularly visited 
the patients and inspected the wards at each monthly 
meeting. 


A Commissioner of the Board of Control visited the 
Mental Hospital on the 20th October instant and left 
a favourable report. 


Deputations from Boards of Guardians have visited 
the patients in the Institution chargeable to their 
several Unions and left satisfactory reports as to their 
treatment. 
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The Service patients detained in the Institution 
have been visited by an Officer of the Ministry of 
Pensions. 5; 


The imbecile children boarded out at Hellingly and 
Netherne Mental Hospitals respectively have been 
visited by two members of the Visiting Committee, 
who were satisfied that everything possible was being 
done for their care and well being at each Institution. 


The contract with the East Sussex Visiting Committee 
for the reception of female imbecile children at Hellingly 
Mental Hospital has been increased from five to eight 
patients. 


On the 3ist May last the Committee reported to the 
Council with a synopsis of the accounts for the year 
ended 3lst March last and these accounts will appear 
in the Committee’s Blue Book. 


The Committee have during the year continued the 
interior decoration of the Mental Hospital Buildings 
by the employment of temporary painters at a cost 
of £1,711 6s. 7d. The Committee are pleased to report 
that the re-decoration of the buildings is now nearing 
completion. The re-decoration of the Medical Super- 
intendent’s house ‘and the renewal of the hot water 
supply therein has also been carried out at a cost of 
£435 1s. 8d. 


The prescribed increases of pensions wtunder the 
Pensions (Increase) Act, 1920, granted to pensioners 
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of the Institution eligible to receive the same have, 
with the concurrence of the contributing Authorities, 
been further continued until the 3lst March, 1925. 


The Committee desire to record their appreciation 
of the ability shown by Dr. Harper-Smith in the dis- 
charge of his duties as Medical Superintendent since 
his appointment, and also their satisfaction with the 
manner in which the staff generally perform their res- 
ponsible duties.

CHANGES IN STAFF. 

Dr. Forster, the Second Assistant Medical Officer, 
resigned on 30th June, 1924, through ill-health. Dr. 
Forster has been in the service for 24 years, and had 
been in ill-health for the last few years. Dr. Guppy was 
appointed First Assistant Medical Officer, and joined 
the Staff on February Ist. He was Assistant Medical 
Officer at the London County Council Mental Hospital 
at Bexley. 


Mr. Purvey, the Clerk, left on 3lst March, 1924. He 
had been in the service for 48 vears. Mr. Mitchell, the 
Clerk and Steward at the Brentwood Mental Hospital, 
was appointed Clerk and Steward, and joined the Stafi 
on April Ist, 1924. 
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The Rev. Bacon Phillips, the Chaplain, resigned and 
left on September 3rd, 1924. The Rev. Prebendary 
Bell, the Vicar of Haywards Heath Parish Church, 
was appointed the Chaplain to the Hospital and com- 

enced duties on October Sth, 1924. 


Mr. Keeling was appointed Head Male Nurse on 
June 12th, 1924, from Long Grove Mental Hospital, 
Epsom, in place of Mr. Bowler, who was appointed 
Head Male Nurse at the Northumbetiand County 
Mental Hospital, Morpeth. 


Miss Levett, the Head Night Nurse, was appointed 
Assistant Matron on August 11th, 1924, in place of 
Miss Hunter, who was appointed Matron at the Worcester 
County Mental Hospital, Powick. 


During the year there have been Entertainments and 
Weekly Dances for the patients, and in the Summer, 
Picnics in the Park. The Football, Cricket, and Stool- 
bail Matches played by the Staff have been attended 
by the patients. 


Parole has been introduced and there are at present 
7 male patients, and 17 female patients on Full Parole, 
and 46 male patients on parole within the Grounds. 
The male Parole patients are in a ward apart from the 
other patients, and have open doors between the hours 
of 9a.m.and9p.m. The hours of Parole for male and 
female patients are :—In the Summer, 9 a.m. to 9 p.m., 
and 9 a.m. to 6 p.m. in the Winter. Special permission 
is always given for evening Church and Entertain- 
ments outside. On the female side four wards have 
open doors, throughout the year, into the gardens. 
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On September 24th, the Mayor and Corporation of 
Brighton visited the Hospital and inspected the various 
departments and the wards. 


The Board of Control visited the Hospital on October 
20th. 


The usual Social Evenings and Dances for the Staff 
have been given. 


I wish to thank all members for their co-operation 
and help in organising these Entertainments. The 
Entertainments have been greatly enjoyed by the 
patients. 


I desire to thank the Staff for the efficient manner 
in which they have carried out their duties, and for 
their loyalty and co-operation in carrying on the work. 


In conclusion, Gentlemen, I have to thank you for 
the encouragement you have given me, and for your 
assistance and guidance in the management of the 
Hospital.

BRIGHTON CoUNTY BOROUGH MENTAL HOSPITAL,

THE DENTAL SURGEON has the honour to lay before 
the Committee his Annual Report. 


The number of Patients attended since September, 
1923, has been :—Males, 185; Females, 250; Total, 435. 


The number of teeth extracted has been 620, gas being 
administered in 98 cases, the remainder being ex- 
tracted with local anesthetic. 


The number of fillings completed has been 8, and 
22 patients have had their teeth scaled and cleaned. 


A few patients have required attention to their 
dentures. | 


The Dental Surgeon has been greatly assisted by 
the Medical Officers in cases necessitating the administra- 
tion of N2O Gas.

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REPORT OF COMMISSIONER OF BOARD 


OF CONTROL. 


BRIGHTON COUNTY BOROUGH MENTAL HOSPITAL, 
HAYWARDS HEATH, 
October 20th, 1924. 


The changes that have taken place amongst the 
patients since my colleague visited in August, 1923, leave 
on the books the names of 822 patients, 310 men and 
512 women, and all were in residence and, to the best of 
my belief, were seen by me to-day, except one man who 
had escaped. Of this number, 34 males and 44 females 
ate of the private class, 22 of the former being Service 
patients, and 51 men and 96 women are chargeable to 
out-county unions, the large majority having been sent 
under contract from Eastbourne, 


The accommodation of the Institution provides for 
361 males and 513 females by night, but there is only 
sufficient day space for 296 males and 449 females, so 
that there appears to be considerable overcrowding 
on the female side and also to a slight extent on the 
male. 


The maintenance charges are 24s. Od. per week for 
home (24s. 4d. being the actual cost), 29s. Od. for out- 
county, and from 28s. Od. to 63s. Od. for private patients. 
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Of the 110 patients who have been discharged 64 had 
recovered, but I must again draw attention to the limited 
use made of “‘trial.’”’ Only 7 patients were sent out 
on probation as a test of their fitness to remain at home, 
and I would suggest that much more frequent use 
should be made of this trial, not only in the case of 
patients who are nearly recovered, but also with a 
view to ascertaining whether others could not live with 
their friends though they may still be far from well 
mentally. I hope also that money allowances will be 
granted to any who are in the least need of them. 


The many points to which my colleague drew atten- 
tion at the last visit have all received full consideration 
from the Committee, and many of his recommendations 
have either been carried out or are about to be under- 
taken. Much re-decoration has been done in the 
kitchen, day-rooms, dormitories, corridors, etc., and 
more will be carried out when the scheme for the electric 
lighting has been proceeded with. Clinical rooms 
have been provided for three wards on each side of 
the building, letter boxes have been placed in each 
ward; surgical trolleys have been obtained for the 
infirmaries; and a larger supply of bed tables, over- 
coats and slippers have been issued. No verandahs 
have as yet been erected on either side of the building, 
and the want of them for the open-air treatment of 
recent admissions and the sick is much felt. Before 
the Committee finally decide how this need should be 
met I hope they will give full consideration to the 
question as to whether the time has not arrived when they 
should erect an admission hospital for recent and 
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recoverable patients. At present these patients cannot 
be in any way separated from others, and on both sides 
have to be mixed with sick patients of all kinds. This 
is far from desirable, but with the lack of room that now 
exists it is almost impossible to find a proper remedy 
for it, and even if it were possible in the present building, 
the facilities for the best modern method of treatment 
would still leave much to be desired. In a mental 
hospital of this size a properly equipped admission 
hospital at some distance from the main building is 
essential, and its erection would be of the greatest 
value in the treatment of the patients. 


To-day I found the patients to be generally very 
contented and I had no complaints from any as to their 
treatment, but a few complained of the monotony of 
their diet. This matter is still, I understand, under the 
consideration of the Committee, and I hope they will 
see their way to a further improvement, especially 
in the addition of a second course for the mid-day meal ; 
at present it is only given on one day a week. 


The patients’ clothing was good in quality, and I 
understand efforts are being made to improve its cut 
and style. I was also very glad to hear that patients 
are encouraged to wear their own clothes and that, 
when it can be arranged, it is hoped to furnish each 
patient with his or her own outfit marked with the 
patient’s name. 


The day-rooms, dormitories and their annexes were 
all clean and well kept, and the ward gardens were in 
excellent order, the paths having been renewed. 
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Parole is allowed beyond the estate to 17 women 
and 7 men, and 46 other men are allowed freedom 
within the institution grounds. On each side at least 
one ward is treated as an open-door ward, and it is evident 
that as much liberty is allowed as is considered ad- 
visable. ‘This is all to the good and must do much to 
add to the patients’ contentment. 


The patients’ general health appears to have been 
good during the period under review, and except for 
12 cases of dysentery, all on the female side, there 
has been no epidemic disease. 


At the present time 6 men and 17 women are known 
to be suffering from tuberculosis, and this disease was 
the cause in 7 of the 91 deaths. The Sanatorium has 
been set apart for the treatment of the female cases 
and for those who have had dysentry, but on the male 
side both are, of necessity, nursed in one of the infirm- 
ary wards. 


Much care is taken in dealing with the foul linen to 
prevent risk of the infection spreading, and I was very 
satisfied with the general arrangements, in the absence 
of verandahs, for the nursing of the sick. 


All the deaths were due to natural causes and no 
inquests have been held. 


The Staff now consists of 48 male and 69 female 
nurses for day, and of 9 male and 10 female nurses for

As the result of my visit I can report that I found 
the institution in very good order, and the patients 
happy and well cared for. I think Dr. Harper-Smith 
may be congratulated on his administration.
